ernous. The park lodge that com- . | 


mands 1,475 acres of Illinois’s 
finest unspoiled scenery — only 
92 miles southwest of Chicapo 
— precisely suits the serenity of 
the wilderness. Sprawled atop a 
bluff overlooking the river, it 
is built of roughhewen logs and 
shingles, and its rules are as rus- 
tic as its yawning stone hearths 
— no liquor served; meals eaten 
promptly or not at all; lights out 
in the public rooms at 11 p.m. 
Starved Rock State Park is the 
kind of quiet resort that many 
people as children savor, visit 
on honeymoons, and return to 
on anniversaries; and from the 


. time its rugged site was discoy- 


ered by Joliet and Marquette in 
1673, it had *known only one in- 
stance of violence. That was, in 
legend, when warring Ottawa 
Indians gave it its name by be- 
sieging a band of Illinois atop 
a cropping of sandstone until 
they starved to death. 


Among those for whom the 
park Jong had been a favorite 
retreat were two matrons from 
Riverside, a pleasant, well-to-do 
suburb of 10,000 just west of 
Chicago. Nearly every year they 
drove down for a few days of 
rest from their busy activities 
as social and civic leaders. Fre- 
quently their husbands .aecém- 
panied them, but. this year the 
men were too busy, and they 
took along a woman friend who 
share their interests, 


The three were Mrs. Mildred 
Lindquist, 50, wife of Robert 
Lindquist, vice president of the 
Harris Trust and Savings Bank 
of Chicago; Mrs. Frances Mur- 
phy, 47, wife of Robert W. Mur- 
phy, vice president and general 
counsel of the Borg-Warner 
Corp.,. and Mrs. Lillian Oetting, 
60, wife of George Oetting, gen- 
eral supervisor of internal audits 
for the Illinois Bell Telephone 
Co. Among them, they had nine 
children, 

One pleasant day*last month, 
the .three friends drove to the 
park, arriving at the lodge just 


‘in time for lunch. After eating, 


they changed to warm hiking 
clothes, donned boots against a 
few inches of slow-thawing snow, 
and set out on the marked trail 
toward St. Louis Canyon, a blind 
chasm about a mile and a half 
away, where a frozen waterfall 
glittered multicolored in the 
bright ‘sunlight. It was the last 
time anyone reported seeing 
them alive. : 

That night the women's hus- 
bands tried vainly to reach them 
by phone. The next morning, 
trying again, they. learned that 
none of their beds had been slept 
in. All that dav, they tried inter- 
mittently without success. Early 
the next day they called the po- 
Nice. 

Search parties were organized 
Shortly after noon, a group of 
boys from a nearby correctional 
camp plowed through a foot of 
fresh snow in a lonely canyon 
and made a grim discovery: The 
bodies of the three women. 

They lay on their backs in a 
cavern near the waterfall. The 
wrists of -the two were’ bound 
with light cord. The heads of all 
three had: been beaten almost 


‘beyond recognition. The clothing 


was disarranged and scattered, 
and there was evidence of rape. 

At -once, a horrified = state 
mobilized all its detection forces, 
but the clues were scant. A 
blood-smeared length of tree 
limb found at the scene was be- 


’ 
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partially expoced film in. Mrs. 
Oetting’s camera showed -only 
Mrs. Lindquist and Mrs. Murphy, 
smiling gaily during a waystop 
along the trail, not far from the 
waterfell.. 
Exactly what happened after 
that was still uncertain as this is 
written, as police questioned a 
whole parede of possible sus- 
pects. All that was certain was 
the tragic horror of the situa- 
tion. One Hlinois police official 
spid: “This is one of the most 
hideous crimes on record.” 


Getting Water In 
The African Bush 


In the cool of the evening they 
and Xhooxham, “Lips of Finest 
Fat,” led us some miles away to 
the deepest part of the old watér- 
course between dunes yellow in 
the sun. There we found several 
shallow * excavations dug for 


. water in ampler seasons, but the 


supply which never failed them 
was hidden, deep beneath the 
sand. x 

Near the deepest excavation 
Bauxhau knelt down and dug in- 
to the sand to artn’s length. To- 
ward the end some moist sand 
but no water appeared. Then he 
took a te almost five feet long 
made out of the stem of a bush 
with a soft core, wound about 
four inches of dry grass lightly 


‘around one end presumably to 


act as a kind of filter against the 
fine drift sand, inserted it into 
the hole and packed the sand 
back into it,; stamping it down 
with his feet./He then took some 
empty ostrich-egg shells from 
Xhooxham and wedged them up- 
right into the sand beside the 
tube, produced a little stick, one 
end of which he inserted into the 
opening .in the shell and the 
other into the corner of his 

outh. Then he put his lips to 
the tube. : 

For about two minutes he guck- 
ed mightily without any result. 
His broad shoulders heaved with 
the immense effort and sweat 
began to run like water down 
his back.

Cook green beans in water 
seasoned with bouillon cube 
8-12 minutes (or use liquid from 
mushrooms for cooking beans).

Like any other dish, you can 
find as many methods as you 
find cooks.

Wash about two pounds of 
pea beans and discard imperfect 
ones, Cover with water, about 8 
cups, and bring to boil. Boil 
two or three minutes, then re- 
move from heat, and let soak 
an hour or more. In the same 
water, cook again for a few 
minutes until, when you take 
a few beans on a spoon and blow 
cn them, the skins burst. Drain, 
reserving the cooking liquid. 

Cut half a pound of salt pork 
into two hunks, and score with 
geshes every half inch without 
cutting through the rind. Put 
beans into a bean pot, putting 
ene piece of pork midway and 
the other piece on top.

A shot rang out in a Dublin 
street recently, a policeman stag- 
gered .. . and some vivid mem- 
ories were brought back to Mr.

He was watching the opening 
sequences shot on location in 
Dublin for the film, “The Siege 
of Sidney Street.”

In the eonstant search for for- 
ward and progressive action, the 
Maine Potato industry is cur- 
rently cheering over a new 
“poly-pack” of ten pounds cf 
washed, graded, and superlative- 
ly - turned - out potatoes which 
will surely catch the eye of the 
housewife as she wheels around 
the condiments and selects her 
commodities. This is good. Pota- 
toes in the raw, untutored state 
have been a tough nut to crack 
in our modern gropings for 
beauty. Their eye appeal runs 


‘Jargely to a dirty look and a. 


low forehead, and dressing them 
up-hasn’! been easy. If this poly- 
‘pack passes as prettiness, all to 
the good. ' 


= 

What | deplore is the necessity 
in our time, of going to all this 
trouble. The poly-pack. doesn’t 
do anything for the potatoes; it 
merely beguiles the housewife. 
She has so thoroughly lost con- 
tact with the realities of food 
that she thinks a poly-bag is a 
bargain. She thinks a vegetable 
needs glamour. All she's doing 
really, is wasting her husband’s 
hard-earned substance for a 
poly-bag that has neither vite- 
mins nor calories, and will have 
to be thrown away. 


1 can tell her honestly that she 
is getting the same old potatoes. 
True, they're sized and artfully 
laundered. But they are still 
potatoes, and the bag they come 
in is not much to go by. 


The old-time potato bin, down 
cellar, isa thing of the past. So 
is the whole biisiness of descend- 
ing to the cellar in winter to 
load up with mealtime goodies, 
The farmers still live that way, 
but the villagers don’t. The gen- 
eration of householders and 
housewives who wouldn’t be bo- 
thered buying ten pounds of po- 
tatoes is gone. The kind of liv- 
ing, eating, and housekeeping 


of toes at a crack is also 
ent 


It wasn't too long ago every 
home, farm and town, had a po- 
tuto bin. We had standing orders 
from about a score of villagers 
who expected us to grow their 
potatoes for them. At harvest- 
time, we'd run our own potatoes 
down cellar, including seed for 
next year, and then we'd bag up 


Most people took at least 10 bu- 
shels, some of them as many as 
25. We'd back up to the cellar- 
way bulkhead, tote the bags 
down and dump the potatoes in 
the bin. We always retrieved our 
bags. Thus the whole winter’s 
supply of potatoes would be 
laid in at one time, and the 
bulkhead could be closed tightly 
to keep the long winter out. 


A most important thing about 
potatoes, then. was the variety. 
Today, a woman doesn’t know 
one kind from another. Mostly, 
cur people liked the Green 
Mountain because it was mealy. 
We don’t go for a “wet” potato. 
But we had other kinds, and 
the buyer would usually ask 
what kind you were growing 
that year. Today it’s hard to find 
a Green Mountain, because the 
professors have invented newer 
potatoes that yield better, resist 


- blights, handle better, and re- 


turn a little. more profit. It is a 
kind of ‘progress without im- 
provement, \because the Green 
Mountain is still the best pota- 
to to find on your plate. 

So nobody much planned to 
trot to the store after 10 pounds 
of potatoes at a time. The potato- 
bin vee not only guaranteed 
against running out of potatoes 
but it saved money. It was con- 
sidered respectable, then, to save 


‘money. 


Central heating, along with 
home improvements, and the de- 
velopment of the packaged gro- 
cery helped) each other along. 
You can't keep vegetables in a 
cellar that has a furnace. Here 
at the farm, along with our mo- 
dern house cellar with its cement 
and heater, we also have a se- 
parate vegetable. and fruit cel- 
lar with a dirt floor and low 
temperature, where a potato or 
apple can wait out the winter 
without a shrivel. But villagers 
didn’t tare about potato storage, 
for by now they could run to 
the market and get 10 pounds 
any time. 


In the deep winter, with snow 
banked about the foundations, 
tHe cellar accumulated a fl 
your and smell that was clos 
and musty, but it was a good 
smell. Since snow had to be 
kept over the windows against 
frost, the cellar was dark, and 
a lantern was usually’ kept at 
the top of the stairs. You'd light 
it and, carrying also a big pan, 
you'd descend to pick up the 
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day’s ingredients. 

There was no heat in the cel- 
lar other than a natural under- 
ground warmth, so everything 
was earthy. Once in a great 
while rime-frost. would begin to 
work in at the underpinning, 


the rest by bushels. Burlap bags, 
mot vain and handsome trans- 
parencies. People knew what a 
potato looked like. 


We'd get out the wagon, and 
afterward a truck, and deliver 
these potatoes house-to-house, 


rusty old cast-iron stove piped 
into the base of the chimney 
which could be lighted to bring

So you’d make your tour and 
fill your pan. A dozen potatoes, 
a turnip, apples for two pies, a 
jar of jelly, and’ perhaps some 
“presarved” pears. You could get 
beets and carrots down there, 
too, and m:ncemeat, and all sorts 
of things.

cellarway perplexed as the 
burnt-out aroma of kerosene 
tried to mingle with the ever- 
present richness of the dry salt 
cod suspended from his nail.

The Strength of Humility 
Matthew 5: 3-5; Luke 14: 7-14 


Memory Selection: Whosoever 
exalteth himself shall be abased; , 


and he that humbleth himself - 


shall be exalted, Luke 14:11. 


The greates example of humili- 
ty is Jesus Christ. He, as God, 
“was made in the likeness of 
men: and being found in fash- 
ion as a man, he humbled him- 
self, and became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the 
cross.”

been imported into Canada by 
restaurateurs for satisfying epi- 
curean appetites, but this mark- 
ed the first time that some one 
had wanted to go into the pro- 
duction business on a large scale.

Hints About That 
Lawn Of Yours 


For most of us a good lawn is 
an important part of the home 
grounds. While trees and shrubs 
come first, the house is most at- 
tractively set off by a carpet of 
grass. 

Grass plants germinate and 
grow best in cool weather The 
time to feed the lawn, therefore, 
is in early spring and late sum- 
mer or early autumn. In north- 
ern parts the first gardening 
task of the season is giving one’s 
lawn a fenerous “breakfast in 
bed.” 

If you have moved into a new 
home, your lawn may have been 
planted by the development 
company or be waiting for spring. 
In this case a permanent lawn 
is best planted toward autumn, 
and attention given this spring 
and summer to building up the

Whatever grass gets started the 
first year is all to the good, but 
the real lawn-building in this 
case can wait until fall. 

Established lawns, howver, 
need that breakfast in bed. A 
good feeding in carly spring Is 
of prime importance. This cam 
be an all-purpose fertilizer but 
even better is a special turf food. 
Among these are several organie 
turf foods which do not burn and 
can be used at the same time as 
reseeding. 

First job, of course, is to clear 
up the debris of winter. Sticks, 
branches, leaves, and trash 
should be picked up and the 
lawn gone over with a grass 
rake. If there is any bad heaving 
the section could be lightly roll- 
ed or tamped, 

Whatever crabgrass and. weed- 
killer program you settle upon 
(and there are many under their 
various trade names), follow the 
directions on the containers. As 
some can be used even before or 
at the same time as the first 
spring feeding, and some are 
combined in a weed-and-feed 
operation, it is wise to look inte 
this right away, writes Millicent 
Taylor in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

You may feel that your lawn 
is too small to justify the ex- 
pense of a spreader. Once you 
have used one, however, you wil 
be glad you invested in it. 

A little later, when the grass 
has begun to grow and the crab- 
grass and other weed killers 
have done their work, you prob- 
ably will have some bare spots. 
These may be small enough to 
scratch up with a rake, fertilize, 
and reseed. 2 

Spring rains ought to take 
care of moisture for established 
lawns. However, if these are 
searce, the lawn should be given 
regular watering, for this is the 
time when grass plants grow 
strong. Deep watering is neces- 
sary to send the grass roots dowa 
where they can maintain them- 
selves during the hot weather of 
midsummer. 

As soon as the grass has grown 
a bit, give it an early spring 
mowing with the mower set 
about two inches high. If mow- 
ing is done frequently enough 
all summer the clippings need 
not be raked up. They will then 
return fertility. to the soil and 
also protect the crowns of the 
grass plants. 

Where the growth gets ahead 
of the mowing, or there are high 
places, a light raking with a 
grass rake is better, with the 
grass clippings added to the com- 
post pile. ‘

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Royal Christening 
Big-League Affair! 


In the diplomatic bag from 
Israel a bottle of ordinary water 
was recently flown by ‘plane 
direct to the Queen. Yet. in 


‘ peality this was no. ordinary 


weter, for ‘it was specially taken 
from the River Jordan... and 
Jordan water has been used in 
sacramrent at royal christenings 
for a hundred years. 


The Queen herself was. bap- 
tized with it, crying lustily in 
the Archbishop's arms, at the 
silver-gilt fcnt in the. private 
chapel of Buckingham Palace. 
Princess Margaret was similarly 


sprinkled when fast asleep. 
Prince Charles was . equally 


sleepy when christened at one 
month old, while Princess Anne 
was an extremely wide-awake 
two-month-old, 

It is fun at this time to trace 
back through the “cradlecade” 
of royal christenings. At pre- 
sent--day christenings, the royal 
babies still wear the beautiful 
robe of creamy Honiton lace and 
Spitalfields silk made for Queen 
Victoria and-used for practically 
every royal baby since. 


So fragile that it can no longer 
be cleaned, it is normally kept 
in’ an air-tight box. 
Archbishop of Canterbury 


it was noted that Queen Mary 
rightly looked anxious. : 
This was a small mishap, how-~- 


-ever, compared with the disaster 


that befell the guests at the 
christening of Queen Victoria's 
last baby boy. A sudden out- 
break of measles among the eld- 
er children also. infected the 
royal guests and the Queen and 
the germs spread a measles 
epidemic far and wide through 
the Courts of Europe. Riess 

Royal christenings were never 
again held on an elaborate scale 
and they have increasingly be- 
come pleasantly quict family 
affairs. ; ‘ 
ack in the bad old days it is 

orded that Henry III expect- 
ed gifts in cash for his first-born 
and courtiers who failed to open 
their purses were sent into exile. 
King Henry VII first ordained 
that the christening chapel door 
should be hung with cloth of 
gold, afterwards sold to benefit 
the clergy, But Charles I staged 
the most magnificent christening 
ever seen for his infant son, af- 
terwards Charles II. 

All the streets and courtyards 
around St. James’s Palace were 
covered with red carpets in or- 
der that guests and clergy should 
not soil their shoes. The interior 
of the Palaca became a blaze of 

‘old. ‘o cradle itself was 
shi. in gold and silver and 
wet with priceless jewels. 

Earls and viscounts carried the 
christening gifts in procession. 
The royal heralds proclaimed in

The ceremony. lasted five 
hours, with prayers and anthems 
padding it out. No fewer than 
seven nurses took turns to hold 
the baby. Even a hundred years 
ago royal christenings were at- 
tended by Garter King of Arms 
and all the heralds in their state 
glory. 

At the first christening at 
Buckingham Palace, the proud 
father had a cold. Skating on 
the Palace lake the previous 
day, Prince Albert—later Prince 
Consort—went through the ice 
and had to swim for several 
minutes to reach the side, while 
ladies-in-waiting screamed «for 
help and only the Queen had the 
presence of mind to stretch’ out 
a helpful pole. 

Almost a year later to the day 
a second christening took place 
This time it was 
the heir to the Throne — later 
Edward. VII, Queen Victoria 
felt that it was not sufficient to 
use a makeshift chapel at the 


Palace when Windsor offered - 


the properly consecrated chapel 
of St. George. 

A new chapel at Buckingham 
Palace.was ready only just in 
time PN Queen Victoria’s third 
baby, the great-grandmother of 
to-day’s Duke of ‘Edinburgh. 
Even then the place had its in- 
conveniences. There was scarce- 
ly room for the choristers and 
the Palace private band, who 
thus had to play in an adjoin- 
ing room, }

1 faund in the 
field, Mommy!” \The wise mo- 
ther pricks up Her éars when 
she hears this remark from one 
of her offspring. Magpie-like, 
children pick up all sorts of 
things when they're cut playing. 
Scraps of colored glass, metal, 
pipe and wood are treasure trove 
trom construction sites and dis- 
used quarries. 

If what junior found was. a 
pencil slim metal cylindrical ob- 
ject it could be a blasting cap -- 
and a blasting cap could be daa- 
gerous. 


If blasting caps are found by 
children or inexperienced adults 
they should be reported immedi- 
ately to the police or fire station. 


Before the authorities arrive 
wrap the cap in a large wet 
soft cloth such as a blanket, 
scarf, towel or piece of flannel. 
Place it in a safe place where 
the children can’t reach it. Re- 
member not to smoke while 
handling a blasting cap. 

There are two types of blast- 
ing caps: those for use with 
safety fuse and those set off 
electrically, called electric: blast- 
ing caps. 

The first type has an open 
end and is detonated by the 
flame from the fuse. It is about 
one and a half inches long and 
is made of aluminum. 

The electric blasting cap has 
two wires covered with coloured 
plastic or cotton insulation ex- 
tending out of one end. The cap 
shells themselves are sometimes 
coloured red or green and are 
from one to five inches long. 

Both types may be recognized 

as small metallic cylinders made 
of either aluminum or copper. 
They are designed to explode 
and are loaded with powerful 
and sensitive explosive charges 
for this purpose. 
- Children should be familiar 
with the appearance of blasting 
caps and impressed with the fact 
that they should be left alone 
and their whereabouts reported 
immediately tO a grownup. 
Throwing stones at them, light- 
ing matches near them or throw- 
ing them in a bonfire could be 
the cause of serious accidents.

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On Casting Tackle 

If you take your bass fishing 
seriously, are willing to put time 
and effort into it, and want to 
get really big ones, casting tackle 
will, no,doubt, suit you best. 

To be happy with casting 
tackle, you must go to some 


trouble in learning what outfit to 


select. Then you must get in a 
comfortable amount of casting 
practice. This is important. 
First, selection of your casting 
reel is important if you want to 
do nice, smooth, effortless cast- 
ing. The first thing to know is 
that the less the combined 
weight of spool and wet line ~ 
the less inertia — the better you 
ean cast. But cutting down 
weight by only half filling the 
spool with line won't do the 


trick: then the mechanism has to 


work just.twice as fast as with 
a full spool, which of course 
shoots inertia up. / 


One of the greatest causes of 
trouble is that the average ang- 
ler doesn't oil his reel often 
enough. The better and faster 
your reel, the worse it will cast, 
and the more backlashes you'll 
i if it’s not kept properly oil- 


Another common cause of 
trouble is a rod that is too stiff. 
It start the spool with a quick 
jerk, almost impossible to con- 
trol with the thumb; the spool 
overruns — and there’s your 
bird’s nest. A rod that is flexible 
but too short will do the same 
to some extent, since there just 
isn’t enough of it to give the 
spool a nice smooth start at the 
beginning of a cast. ‘ 

Even for the heaviest’ plugs, I 
never use a casting rod under 
six feet, and I sometimes use 
slightly longer for the very light- 
est plugs, for spinning lures. 
However, a woman might do bet- 
ter with one of 5% feet, but in 
no case would I recommend 
shorter. I prefer one with a fer- 
rule somewhere toward the mid- 
dle, since a long, one-piece rod 
ig such a nuisance to transport, 
and its superiority is more theo- 
retical than real. . 


e who lob a plug out. pre- 
fer' a pretty slow, over-all bend. 


. Others like fast tip’ action, the 


rod quite stiff for most of its 
length; these “shoot” the plug 
fast. This, too, seems to be most- 
ly a matter of the taste and tem- 
perament of the user. Fast tip ac- 
tion is necessary to place a plug 
far back under low brush with a 
aide cast; the slower rod throws 
too high an arch of line, to hang 
én branches. 

For smooth casting, timing of 
the swing should suit flexibility 


.fo your rod and weight of plug 


used. When you change to a 
plug of another weight, timing 
should change too. Be sure to 
experiment with different tim- 
ings: a few trials will do you 
far more good than reading 
pages of instructions, Ditto with 
discovering when to partly re- 
lease the spool with your thumb 
on the forward cast; you'll soon 
eatch onto that, if you've never 
used a casting rod. 

This overhead cast is intrinsi- 
cally the most accurate, and it

t 
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may be the only one you'll ever | 


need to use. But if you do need 
a side cast to get under brush, 
remember that it should be done 
in exactly the same way, with 
your wrist — it should not. be 
a sideswipe with the whole arm. 
With your wrist doing the cast- 
ing, your forearm should swing 
loosely. Your elbow should move 
little or not at all; it should re- 
main down by your side. 

As for the casting line, the best 
line isn’t sold as casting line at 
all, but as squidding line. It has 
a soft, flat braid with no core; 
H casts well from the beginning, 
and most of the waterproofing 
soon washes out, to make it cast 
still better. The lightest it comes 
fa 12-pound — just about right to 
hold ordirfary big bass out of 
ordinary obstructions, though 
till heavier may be needed for 

rge southern bass in bad spots. .

Russia Hasn't 
Claimed It Yet! 


Indian Numerals, commonly 


miscalled Arabic, were introduc- 
ed by Indian merchants into Al- 
exandria, probably in the second 
centurg) A.D. Asoka used writ- 
ten numerals five hundred years 
earlier in his Brahmi inscrip- 
tions, but an unknown Indian 


“mathematician, about a century 


before the beginning of the Chris- 
tian Era, made the greatest of 
all contributions to arithmetic, 
the invention of the place-value 
system and (zero. 

According to this system, num- 
erals acquired a value depend- 
ing on their place, or position, 
in a series of numbers built up 
on the decimal plan. The same 
numerals in 12 or 21, for exam- 
ple, express different values, de- 
‘pending on their sequence. 

The civilized world today 
takes*for granted this ingenious 
numerical system, by which all 
arithmetic calculations can be 
worked out by the use of only 
nine numerals and zero, and 
complacently . forgets what it 
@ves to India for this wonderful 
discovery. In comparison wi 
the Indian system, the ancient 
Greek alphabetical notation and 
the clumsy Roman symbols were 
very inconvenient. 

The earliest references to the 
new system in India appear in 
Sanskrit literary works of slight- 
ly before and just after the be- 
guining of the Christian Era. 
From the end of the fifth cen- 
tury, however, all Indian mathe- 
maticians were already using the 
new system. By the seventh cen- 
tury, it had made its way east- 
ward to Sumatra, Cambodia and 
Annam, as proved by inserip-: 
tions with dates recorded in the 
Indian Saka Era. 


It was also known to a sev- 
enth-century Syrian Christian 
monk, living in a monastery on 
the Euphrates. Annoyed with the 
Greek presumption of complete 
superiority in the field of sci- 
ence, this Syrian, Severus Se- 
bokht, wrote a spirited defense 
of Syrian scientific knowledge 
and referred incidentally to In- 
dia, in these words: “I will omit 
all discussion of the science of 
the Hindus .. . their subtle dis- 
coveries in the science of as- 
tronomy, discoveries that are 
more ingenious than those of the 
Greeks and Babylonians; their 
computing that surpasses descrip- 
tion. I wish only to say that this 
computation is done by means 
of nine signs.” 

A century later, Indian mathe- 
matical works were translated 
into Arabic in Baghdad. The 
Arabs had hitherto possessed no 
numerals of their own, but had 


«sed Greek or Coptic signs, and 


had done their calculations on 
the abacus. They at once per- 
ceived the superiority of the In- 
dian system and eagerly took it 
over, giving full credit to India, 
From “The Pageant of India’s 
History,” by Gertrude Emerson 
Sen.

Where The Curfew 
Rings At Nine 


Every night at 9 o'clock, 365 
days a year, year after year, 
for 95 years the historic curfew 
bell at Bristol, Conn., has clang- 
ed 99 times. 


From atop a belfry of one of 
the Wallace and Barnes Com- 
pany buildings, the old bell has 
a cord stretching to the ground 
which a watchman on his rounds 
each night pulls 99.times, just as 
it was done in the curfew-law 
days. 

The curfew was a warning for 
children to get off the streets 
into their homes. When the cur- 
few was abolished, the custom 
of ringing the bell was continued 
as a Bristol tradition. An official 
of the Wallace and Barnes Com- 
‘pany said it will continue to ring. 

The Dunbar bell was first 
used to start and stop work at 
the factory. Subsequently the 
police asked that it be used as 
curfew warning at 9 p.m. Teen- 
agers in those days who were 
found wandering beyond the 


allotted time were escorted to 
their parents and given warning 
not to meander again after they 
heard the bell ringing.

Designed by Dr. Jerome Schul- 
man, a 35-year-old psychiatrist, 
this novel “treatment room” for 
psychologically disturbed boys 
and girls is planned as part of 
a $5.5 million addition to Chica- 
go’s famous Children’s Memorial 
Hospital. as 

“The Freedom Room is not for 
punishment,” explained the, 
Bronx-born Dr. Schulman, di- 
rector of the Child Guidance and 
Child Development clinics at the 
hospital. “It’s simply a place for 
a child to work off his aggres- 


“gions.” 


One of the big problems in 
child guidance is that of the 
disturbed child who -throws a 


|. tantrum and so disturbs other

children. “Some children con- 
trive tantrums so they will ‘get 
something,’ ” Dr. Schulman point- 
ed out recently. “Others have 
been treated unfairly at home. 
They are spanked, and it doesn’t 
work. Now, ¥f we handle their 
aggressions in the manner to 
which they have become accus- 
tomed (by punishment), it tends 
to produce other aggressions. So 
we have created this room in 
which there is nothing destruct- 
ible, and the child is permitted, 
in fact, encouraged, to do any- 
thing he likes. When he feels 
like it, he leaves. But if he acts 
up after “he leaves the room, 
he is taken back.” 

- The Freedom Room is. primar- 
ily. for disturbed children. But, 
says Dr. Schulman: “I have had 
about two. dozen adults come 
esk me if they'll be allowed to 
use it, too. 


He Makes Noodles 
In The Lord’s Name 


In the courtyar@d of a’ Tung 
Wah hospital in Hong Kong one 
afternoon recently, several hun- 
dred refugees from Red China 
lined up for their weekly quota 
of noodles. Children, a few men, 
and mothers with babies slung 
on their backs filed slowly by 
to pick up the 5-pound bags 
bearing the legend in English 
and Chinese: “A gift of the peo- 
ple of the United States. Distri- 
buted by Catholic Relief Ser- 
vices — NCWC,” ; 

At one point a middle-aged 
refugee dressed in the usual 
dark rags timidly approached 
the heavy-set priest supervising 
the distribution. “Father,” he 
said in Cantonese, “I want to tell 
you how grateful I am, Each 
evening when I ceme to the roof- 
top where we live, my wife 
waits for me anxiously. In the 
past, if I turned up my palms 
to show that I hadn’t been able 
to make my $5 (88 cents U.S.) 
that day, she’d sigh and the 
children would go to bed with- 
out supper. Now if I turn up my 
hands she pulls down the noo- 
dles — and we all have some- 
thing to eat. We can go to bed 
feeling that tomorrow’s another 
day.”. ; 

Behind the gifts, and the lift 
in spirit which this food brings 
to thousands of refugees, is a 
59-year-old Roman Catholic 
priest who is responsible for con- 
verting more than $15 million 
worth .of surplus foodstuff from 
the U.S. into good, nutritious 
noodles. 

An extroverted Mary knoll 
missionary from New Rochelle, 
N.Y.,. Monsignor John Romani- 
ello virtually lives and breathes 
noodles. He shamelessly solicits 
contributions ($100,000 so far) 
for-his refugee relief program 
from every visiting American 
he can reach including the 
erews of Navy ships in Hong 
King for rest and recreation. On 
the golf course, he has been 
known to insist upon playing 


' 


for 10 pounds of noodles a hole. | 
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He glories in the title of Noodle 
King of Hong Kong and any 
time at all he’s likely to break 
into his “theme song” to. the 
tune of “Sugartime”: “Noodles in 


_the morning/Noodles in the eve- 


ning... Just try Roimy’s noo- 
dles/You'll chcoore then every 
time.” 

Romy, who went to Hong 
Kong in 1957 to head the CRS 
there, says his concern about 
this ancient and popular Chi- 
nese food stems from ‘a flaw in 
the U.S. relief program: Even 
though surplus foods from the 


U.S reach Hong Kong regulariy, ° 


they come in unfamiliar or un- 
usable forms. Milk powder and 
corn meal, for instance, are dis- 
tasteful innovations to the Ori- 
ental palate; wheat flour is well 
liked but requires mcre space 
for processing than most refu- 
gees are living in (3 feet by 6). 

“One day,” he says, “I saw a 
little girl going to a bakery 
with a gift sack of the flour te 
have it turned into noodles. Na- 
turally, she paid for the service. 
So I thought: Why. can’t we 
make noodles ourselves?” With 
the help of the CRS and’ the 
Hong Kong Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, Father Romanicllo 
set up his first factory in 1957. 
Today there are nine in Hong 
Kong, and others in the Philip- 
pifies, Macao, Taiwan, Vietnam, 
and Korea. : 

“Romy’s noodles” are made of 
75 per cent wheat flour, 20 
per cent corn meal, and 5 per 
cent milk powder. A few con- 
sumers complain that they turn 
out mushy and that corn meal 
and milk powder spoil) the atste. 
Romy’s are, to be sure, unlike 
the Cantonese product —’ usual- 
ly flour, water, and egg. Still, 
the rate of consumption indi- 
cates that they are not too bad, 

“For centuries,” Father Ro« 
maniello says, “my Italian fore 
bears enjoyed spaghetti, the se- 
cret brought from China by Mar- 
¢o Polo. Now I’m returning noo- 
dles to the Chinese at the rate 
of about 5 million pounds a 
year.” — From NEWSWEEK.

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This is the “Year of the 
Mouse” as marked by the .old 
Japanese calendar. It will be a™ 
year of abundant food and much 
activity, according to my Jap- 
anese friends here in New York. 

Equal to the traditional charm 
and lore of the Japanese is the 
practical fact that 1960 commem- 
orates the 10th anniversary of 
the signing of the Treaty of Am- 
' ity and Commerce establishing 
commercial relations between Ja- 
pan and the United States. 


This is the year when the Jap- 
anese expect great things in com- 
merce, culture, and delicacies, 
for the mouse is the Japanese 
symbol of “Daikoku,” which is 
one of the Japanese seven gods 
of good fortune, their customary 
god of wealth, and also the guar- 
dian of the kitchen. Wherever 
these is a mouse, there is also 
food and well-being. 

In the early centuries when 
the Japanese enjoyed the more 
delicate charm of inner appreéci- 
ation of nature, there was the 
time — as the story goes — when 
Buddha was in distress. flis 
followers — people and animals 
alike — rushed to him to express 
their sympathy. : 

But of all the species of -ani- 
mals, only 12 appeared: mouse, 
ox, tiger, rabbit, dragori, snake, 
horse, sheep, monkey, cock, dog, 
and wild boar. Because of their 
devotion each was selected to 
symbolize important factors in 
Japanese life and played a mean- 
ingful role in the nation’s af- 
fairs, writes Harry C. Kenney in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 

Since this is the Year of the 
Mouse he will be exposed to 
many activities during the 
months ahead. During 1960, 
radio, television, and newspapers 
will put special emphasis on in- 
terviews with “mouse-year cel- 
ebrities.” 

But what about the mouse? 
How did he become number one? 
Legend has it that though first 
im. place in the journey to 
Buddha, he gairied his position 
by trickery. It was really the ox 
that deserved this position, but 
the mouse, being the clever fel- 
low that he is hitched a ride 
on the ox’s back. When the ox 
errived at its destination, the 
mouse j 1d off and entered 
first, and the ox was denied the 
honor 


For The Japanese 


Although the official signifi- 
eance is minor today, each Jap- 
@nese new year is always celc- 
brated in honor of these animals, 
‘The mouse is honored in a num- 
ber of ways by the Japanese. The 
Japanese Post Office is now 
featuring a special mouse stamp. 
It is patterned after the “rice- 
eating mouse” which originated 
about 1830. Theré is a replica of 
this fellow as a toy, and the Jap- 
anese saying is that whoever 
piavs with it will have wealth 
and prosperity. aay 

All through Japanese history 
and part of American history, the 
Year of the Mouse keeps pop- 
ping up. Japan was virtually cut 
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off from trade and cultures of 
all nations from the time of the 
edict of 1637 forbidding foreign- 
ers to set foot.on Japanese soil. 

But then during the Year of 
the Mouse, 1852, Commodore 
Matthew C. Perry was entrusted 
to set sail for the Orient and 
with a fleet of four ships entered 
Yedo Bay on July 8, 1853.. He 
. negotiated a treaty to open Japan 
to United States ships which was 
ratified March 3ist, 1854. 

Also, 100 years ago and be- 
yond, the mouse “started time” 
or “began the hour” of Japanese 
timekeeping. Instead of figures, 
animals were used on the “clock” 
and the mouse (Ne) stsrted mid- 
night. Every two hours apart 
came the ox (Ushi), tiger (Tora), 
rabbit (U), dragon (Tatsu), snake 
(Mi), horse (Uma), sheep (Hit- 
suji), monkey (Saru), cock 
(Tori), dog (Inu), and wild boar 
(1). 

Each two hours, or the time 
between each animal, was equal 
to one toki. Each toki was divid- 
ed into four quarters of 30 min- 


utes each. Half-past 12 midnight, | 


for instance, would be one quar- 
ter toki past mouse.

A new treatment for milking 
machine rubberware that elimin- 
ates troublesome boiling is re- 
commended by the Canadian De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The treatment requires two 
sets of rubberware alternated 
weekly, one set soaking in five 


' per cent lye solution at room 


temperature for a week at a 
time. 2 ‘ 


This method kceps the rub- 
berware relatively free from 
fat, and the length of service 
of both sets is more than double 
that of one set when used con- 
tinuously, states J. A. Elliott. 

The concentration of lye is 
important. Solutions stronger 
than five per cent by_-weight 
cause some types of rubber to 
harden and weaker solutions do 
not remove all the fat. Soft water 
should be used for making lye 
solutions, as the minerals from 
hard water may form #scale, or 
milkstone, on the rubber.

Iron, steel or plastic con- 
tainers with close-fitting covers 
are suitable for the lye solution. 
Aluminum and earthenware con- 
tainers are damaged by lye. A 
perforated plastic pail makes a 
convenient container for putting 
the rubberware into the lye 
solution and transferring it to 
the rinse water. To avoid burns, 
rubber gloves or metal tongs 
should be used and care exer- 
cised to prevent clothes from be- 
ing damaged. 


* * * 


The five per cent lye solution 
may be used continuously for 
three months. The initial cost of 
a second set of rubberware and 
containers is compensated for by 
convenience, saving in lye, and 
longer life for rubberware.

A “Mayo Clinic” 
For Animals 


Seen from New York’s East 
River Drive, the new $3 million 
hospital will be a worthy neigh- 
bor to such renowned medical 
establishments as the Sloan-Ket- 
tering cancer-research center and 
the Rockefeller Institute. Inside 
the air-conditioned, seven-story 
rectangle of glass and brick, four 
operating rooms will boast the 
most modern array of equip- 
ment. To ‘aid diagnosis, doctors 
will have the latest X-ray ma- 
chines and well-equipped path- 
ology laboratories. 

But mose intriguing is the fact 
that this citadel of medical sci- 


ence will count its capacity in 


cages (207 of them) instead of 
beds, and will have as its patients 
assorted dogs, cats, and other 
pets. ; 
Ground has been broken for 
the hospital which is to be 
known as the Animal Medical 
Center, and when it is completed 
by 1962, it will be the world’s 
biggest and most modern. veter- 
inary hospital and research cen- 
ter — a sort of Mayo Clinic for 
pets. 

The new Animal Medica; Cen- 
ter will be the direct descendant 
of a tiny dispensary opened 50 
years ago by the New York 
Women’s League for Animals. 
At present the center occupies 
two buildings tn Lower Man- 
hattan. Its main emphasis is on 
finding new cures for diseases 
rather than merely treating ani- 
mals. 

But treatment is still a big 
part of the center’s activity, and 
most concern, of course, to the 


owners of suffering pets. “I'd say 


that 70 per cent of our patients 
are dogs, 20 per cent cats, and 
the remaining 10 per cent exotie 
pets — monkeys, birds, turtles, 
honey ‘bears, and an occasional 
skunk,” said Dr. Robert J. Tash- 
jian, the 29-year-old medical 
chief, last week. Saturdays are 
our busy days; that’s when the 
children bring their pets In... 
three or four to one dog.” 
Meanwhile, research is pro- 
gressing on several fronts. “We 
plan to start work shortly on 
lymphoma, which resembles leu- 


kemia in people,” Dr. David L. 


Coffin, the center's 49-year-old 


director of research, reported. 
“We're also working on an organ- 
ism in dogs related to the one 
in human beings which causes 
syphilis. It is prevalent in most 
animals and is transferable to 
humans. And we are doing work 
on distemper, a complicated virus 
which is thought to be related 
to measles in humans. Perhaps 
some of what. we learn will have 
future applicability to measles.” 
Many animal ailments are 
similar to human diseases, Dr. 
Coffin explained, and can serve 
as riodels for the study of human 
diseases. “In the long run,” he 
said, “our research is based on 
two points: Fighting disease in 
animals and fighting disease in 
human beings.” i ;

This Woman’s Hobby 
Really Blossomed 


A gift of a dozen gladiolus 
bulbs to a young mother 30 years 


“ago started her on the way to 
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eventual recognition as the fore- 
most woman hybridizer of gladi- 
olus in America, with recogni- 
tion in the 1960 issue of “Who's 
Who of American Women.” 

Mrs. Mirl Vawter, then living 
in Mansfield, Ohio, needed ex- 
pense-free recreation when her 
four children were small in 1929. 
Her husband, George, worked 
nights and ‘slept days; money 
was scerce; and none of it was 
available for baby sitters. So she 
made a flower garden. 

A neighbor gave her a dozen 
“glad” bulbs. Drought the next 
year proved the glads’ stamina, 
and she felt they deserved spe- 
cial attention. New introductions 
piqued her interest, but she still 
had no money to buy. 

She began to hybridize the 
glads she had. And this she con- 
tinued to do for 18 years. - 

The family moved West to 
Waterloo, Ore., in 1948, taking 
along Mirl’s prized glad bulbs. 
She planted them in loamy soil 
along the South Santiam River 
at the western edge of the Cas- 
cades Mountains, and the result- 
ing’ blooms decided her to turn 
her hobby Into commercial en- 
terprise, writes Doris K. Gunder- 
son in The Christian Science 
Monitor. * 

Four years later she intro- 
duced Parma violet, a miniature 
variety in deep violet shades. 
It proved to be a landmark in a 
trend toward smaller flowers. 

Since then she has introduced 
25 new. varities. 

To Mirl Vawter, the gladiolus 
is the most practical of flowers. 
She fashions the blooms into 
corsages and arranges them in 
containers varying in size and 
style from small abalone shells 
to large baskets. 

“You can get glads in any size, 
form, and color,” she declares. 

She was rated Oregon Show- 
man of the Year in 1958. 

The. Vawters appreciate the 
international aspects of hortl- 
culture and exchange bulbs with 
growers in the Netherlands and 
New Zealand. They exhibit their 
gladiolus in every show possible. 
As a qualified judge of flower 
shows and glads, Mirl was an 
honored guest and judge in Can- 
ada last fall at the Pacific Na- 
poy Exhibition in Vancouver,

Intricate Game 


Pelican Street in Antwerp, 
though neither big nor boister- 
ous, is Europe’s most dramatic 
and wealthy street. It is the cen- 
ire of the world’s diamond trade. 

Often called “Glitter Street,” 
it contains the offices of 114 
cutters, as many as the rest of 
the world put together, It is said 
that on any day of the year 


there are diamonds worth at 
least $15,000,000 in Pelican 
Street. 


But no rough diamonds are 
sold in Antwerp. About eighty 
per cent. of all legal “roughs” 
are introduced into” the trade 
through dealers in Hatton Gar- 
den, London’ s diamond centre. 


The two associated companies . 


of De Beers Consolidated Mines 
Ltd.—-the Diamond Trading Com- 
pany Ltd. and Industrial Distri- 
butors Ltd.—market more than 
$200,000,000 worth of stones a 
year. 


De Beers, who have a virtual 
monopoly on “roughs,” from 
their mires’ in South Africa, 
farm out supplies in driblets— 
to keep the price at a “reason- 
able” level. : 

Diamond production this: year 
will be about 28,000,000 carats— 
just over six tons, Of-this quan- 
tity, five tons are clouded stones, 
not brilliant or fine enough for 
the jewellery trade, but valuable 
to industry for drilling, cutting 
and polishing. ; 

Once a month Hatton Garden’s 
“sights” are attended by the 
world’s leading buyers. After 
several days’ examination and 
dealing all purchases are com- 
pleted and most diamonds are 
then sent to Antwerp for cutting. 


Cutters can easily "handle 
amaller stones. They rub one 
against another until the dia- 
monds look like miniature spin- 
ning tops. Then, each diamond 
is given facets or faces—thirty- 


three on the top and twenty-five _ 


‘on the bottom. 


The facets bréak up white 
light into rainbow hues and by 
reflecting light in every direc- 
tion make the stone appear to 
be ‘alive. 

Not long ago, in Pelican Street, 
a cutter was polishing a dia- 
mond worth neatly $15,000. The 
stone had a small imperfection 
on its edge and the purchaser 
wanted it polished away. 

The cutter advised against the 
operation, but the purchaser in- 
@isted. After only a few minutes 
at the polishing wheel the stone 
exploded into fragments. The 
imperfection had been caused by 
gas under tremendous pressure 
trapped in the stone. 

After cutting .and polishing, 
stones are ready for sale in Ant- 
werp'’s “diamond clubs” — the 
eity’s four exchanges which are

with narrow, bare tables. 
Sellers sit on the east side of 

the tables, buyers on the west. 


The seller displays his diamonds * 


on a white cloth and the buyer 
takes up one stone at a time and 
examines it closely. Frequently 
he will cconcentrate on a stone 
for as long as five or six hours. 


Then he will make an offer 
and trading begins. Finally, per- 
haps hours later, agreement is 
reached and the two men form- 
ally shake hands as they say, 
“Mazal u’ Brakha”—-Hebrew for 
“Good luck and prosperity.” The 
words traditionally conclude a 
deal. 


Any disputes later arising are 
settled by each club’s review 
board. Should a member not 
abide by the board's ruling he is 
barred from trading in all the 
world’s fifteen exchanges. 


The fine organization of the 
legal diamond trade is paralleled 
by that‘of the black market, a 
profitable but dangerous game, 
Rough stones-for the black mar- 
ket come from Sierra Leone, 
Ghana, Guinea and the Ivory 


Coast 

The clearing house is Liberia, 
the world’s fourth largest ex- 
porter. Because Liberia has low 
export tax most stones are sent 
out legally, but many are smug- 
gled out. 

Russia, Lebanon and Turkey 
buy most of the industrial black 
market diamonds; other stones, 
through devious and often sinis- 
ter channels, find their way to 
Antwerp where they are sold at 
underground “sights” like those 
of London’s Hatton Garden. 

No reputable cutter will touch 
a black market stone, but many 
others: with small home work- 
shops are not so particular. After 
polishing, the stones are distri- 
buted all over the world—with 
every effort made to escape cus- 
toms duty. 

This year a customs officer in 
Boston, U.S., found $30,000 of 
stones parcelled up inside a 
newspaper. Normally newspa- 
pers are not opened, but this’one 
happened to’ be posted in Ant-— 
werp. Nobody claimed the 
stones. A write-off of $30,000 is 
petty cash in the diamond trade. 

Special messengers use ruses 
so. ingenious that even astute 
customs officers cannot always 
spot them. 

. One messenger is reputed to 
have smuggled into the U.S. dia- 
monds worth $1,500,000 before 
he was caught. They were hid- 
den in tiny bags which were 
sewn to the inside of his cheeks. 


Big Ben Is 
Having Lean Time 


If the ghost of very tall and 
stout Sir Benjamin Hall ever 


walks across Westminster Bridge ' 


at nights, no doubt he’s looking 
up with special interest at the 
$20 ft. tower. of the world-fa- 
mous clock, Big Ben. 

Why? Because it’s 


that Big Ben is leaning. And Sir 
Benjamin's nickname was “Big 
Ben” because of his great bulk. 
He was First Commissioner of 
Works when the naming of the 
clock’s great bell was being dis- 
cussed in Parliament. 

“Why not call it Big Ben?” 
shouted one M.P, And so the 
name was adopted, amid laugh- 
ter. 

There’s no laughter to-day 
following the discovery of an un- 
suspected tilt in the 102-year- 
old clock tower. It’s four inches 
out of the true. Engineers found 
deep cracks in the thick mason- 
ry where the arcade in New Pal- 
ace Yard — the approaeh used 
by M.P.s and others from West- 
minster Bridge — joins the foot 
of the Tower. 

But there’s no need for alarm, 
say Ministry of Works officials, 
a four-inch tilt isn’t really seri- 
ous, although it’s a matter for 
concern, So they intend to watch 
the tower with special care and 
make many further tests during 
the next Aéw months. 

Craeks don't worry Big Ben 
much, anyway. The great bell, 
originally called St. Stephen, 
weighed fifteen tons and cost 
$200,000 but it cracked alter a 
few .weeks' use. It was recast 
and reduced to thirteen and a 
half tons in weight, but ‘crack- 
ed again, 

It has never been. recast 
then. Down the years the great 
bell’s crack has ndtepifemted its 
tone in the slightest.

may remember that in his young 
days beer and skittles were in- 
separable. 

But it was in Egypt, 5,000 
years before Cleopatra was 
bowling Caesar over, that the 
game is believed to have started. 
It reached London in the twelfth 
eentury and flourished until late 
in the 1800's. It was faken to 
‘America — to Manhattan Island 
— by the Dutch settlers, whe 
spent their working hours roll- 
ing cheeses and their spare time 
rolling balls. 


Americans took to the sport as 
to everything else — whole- 
heartedly.

“] scrabbled and mucked like a 
slave.” My dad was always quot- 
ing Robert Service, the young 
bank clerk in Dawson who used 
to make up poems to entertain 
the miners. I've always wonder- 
ed whether he might have had 
someone like Father in mind 
when he penned the lines: 


“There's gold, ind it's haunt- 
ing and haunting; 

It’s luring me on as of old; 

But it isn’t the gold that I'm 
wanting 

So much as just finding the 
gold.” 


Dad wrote regularly over the 
next four years. His letters were 
always full of glittering promise. 
He was going to strike it rich 
any day now, and come home. 
He hit pay dirt in the Klondike, 
but then he heard of a new 
stampede, and his next letter 
said he was joining the rush 
down the Yukon River to the 
big strike at Nome. 

I was going on five when Dad 
wrote, in the spring of 1902, that 
he was pulling up stakes in 
Nome and heading for the latest 
discovery at Council, eighty 
miles farther. Mother decided 
then and there the time had 
corgm to join him. Maybe she 
tholght she could help him save 
some of that gold he was for- 
ever digging out of one hole and 
sinking in another. — From 
“Daughter of the Gold Rush,” by 
Klondy Nelson with Corey Ford. 


Mr. Hoover Still 
Gets The Shivers 


Isn't it paying a sort of com- 
pliment to the Communist Party- 
in America to assert that with 
each loss of membership, the 
party becomes more menacing 
than ever? At its national con- 
vention last December, repéfts 
placed the hard-core member- 
ship of the party at between 
6,000 and 10,000 persons — as 
contrasted with a membership of 
64,000 in 1945. Surely this is an 
indication that American Com- 
munists have been a miserable 
failure, and that even. Mr, 
Khrushchev's visit has faildd to 
pump new life Into a slavishly 
alien party. Yet a recent head- 
line proclaimed: “Hoover Sees 
Greater U.S- Red Peril.” 

This is a theme that J. Edgar 
Hoover, the FBI director, has 
reiterated many times: the 
smaller the party, the greater 


_the menace... . 


In his testimony to the House 
in 1958, the Associated Press re- 
ported, Mr. Hoover advised that 
“the scuttling of the Daily 
Worker, far from being a sign 
that the Communist Party in 
American fs collapsing, indicates 
that ‘it is firmly under control 
of the Soviet Union.” And now, 
in 1960, Mr. Hoover warns the 
Senate Internal Security Sub- 
committee that, in the wake of 
Mr. Khrushchev’s 
dwindling party is “more power- 
ful, more unified, and even more 
of a menace to our republic.” 

To be sure, mere size does not 
tell the whole story. Party 
statistics do not include muddle- 
headed fellow travelers, and in 
some countries a handful of 
Communists have indeed been 
able to seize power: But in those 
instances notably in Russia in 
1917 — the whole social fabric 
was disintegrating and the Com- 
munists had a fertile field to 
exploit. The United States has 
never been more prosperous; the 
dreary domestic Reds have 
never been more discredited. It 
would be refreshing if Mr, 
Hoover for once were to hail the 
reduction of Communist mem- 
bership as proof of how a free 
society, in Jefferson's words, can 
successfully tolerate error “so 
long as reason is free to combat 
it.” -— Washington Post and

In writing most of the mugcles 
of the body are brought into 
use, although most people don't 
realize it. Those of the neck, 
shoulders, left arm and hand 
keep on adapting themselves to 
the various changes of position 
made by the writer as he writes 
with his right hand. 

“If the writer is badly nour- 
ished, his blood becomes in poor 
condition and therefore his 
nerves and muscles are not kept 
in the pink of condition,” de- 
clared one graphologist.

Dick Whittington 
And His Cat 


Thousands of children--have 
thrilled to the story of Dick 
Whittington and his Cat, but 
some may wonder why the fa- 
mous man is alway pictured 
with such an animal. ) 


This cat has caused much dis- 
cussion among historians. Some 
say it originated through the 
confusion eof the French word 
achat being translated into Eng- 
lish as “a cat.” Achat (purchase) 
in the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries signified buying and 
selling at a profit. 


Then there is also the sug- 
gestion that the word had some- 


thing to do with “cat,” a Nor- © 


wegian type of ship used for 
carrying coal. Dick Whittington 
is supposed to have owned such 
a craft, plying between London 
and Newcastle. 

But here is more concrete evi- 
dence, In the Mercers’ Hall, at 
one time, a portrait of Richard 
was on view. with a black and 
white cat at his side. A later 
sixteenth-century picture shows

One of the strongest pieces of 
evidence comes from the home 
of the Whittington family in 
Gloucestershire. Centuries later, 
during alterations to this house,’ 
a stone was unearthed in a cel- 
lzr and on this stone was carved 
a cat being carried in the arma 
of a boy. 

From dates mentioned it is 
quite clear that the Lord May- 
or’s own family credited the ex- 
istence of the cat. 

Dick Whittington founded the 
Church cf St. Michael Paternos- 
ter Royal, where he was buried 
in 1423 at the age of sixty- 
five, and in a glass case in this 
church is a mummified cat dis- 
covered there some time. ago, 
only a few feet from Whitting- 
ton’s grave.

Just Waiting For 
Another Hitler? 


Just fifteen years ago, Allied 
troops were battering the rem- 
nants of Hitler’s Wehrmacht 
back after. the savage Battle of 


the Bulge. Last fronth, amid the © 


pine-covered mountains of Bava- 
ria, some 65,000 American and 
German troops fought on the 
same side in “Exercise Winter- 
shield,” the first joint maneuvers 
in which: the new German Bun- 
deswehr has taken full part. 


\The “aggressors” struck north 
from the Regensburg area: Near 
GrafenWohr, the “defenders” 
counterattacked with simulated 
nuclear weapons. The “aggres- 
sors” were driven back and pin- 
ned along the Danube and Alt- 
muhl rivers, where they suffered 
“h@avy losses.” 


The sub-zero weather seo 


ed the toughest real enemy: 
Three U.S. soldiers, three Ger- 
man soldiers, and four German 
elvilians were killed in accidents, 


and 63 other persons were in-. 


jured. / “ 


But when the maneuvers wefe 


finis the West German troops 
eould pronounced “combat 
ready.” With seven divisions al- 
ready under arms (including 
Honest John artillery rockets 
and Nike anti-aircraft missiles), 
the’ Bundeswehr is already the 
largest (230,000 men) and on 
the way to becoming the best- 
equipped European force in 
NATO. 

It was this impressive revival 
of West German military 
strength that put the rancorous 
problem of Germany’s future in 
last month’s headlines. The 
Kremlin which all along’ has 
feared German rearmament, in- 
sisted again that the German 
problem be “solved” by a world- 


wide recognition of satellite East . 


Germany. Nikita ‘Khrushchev 
once again threatened to ‘liqui- 


date .- . West Berlin’s occupation 


regime.” 

“Adenauer does not want it,” 
he said. “But who is asking Ade- 
nauer? We have fought the war 
and lost millions of men.” 


Adenauer’s reply came in the 
Bundestag. Maneuvering far 
ahead of his allies the Old Man 
boldly asserted that both halves 
of Berlin belong to West Ger- 
many (neither the U.S. nor Bri- 
tain have gone as far as that), 
and that anyone who wants to 
negotiate about Germany's fu- 
ture had better apply to Bonn. 
As for East Germany, which last 
week established a new National 
Defense Council to prepare for 
nuclear armament, Adenauer 
scorned any thought of recog- 
nizing a “Soviet colony.” “All we 
Germans want,” he told the ap- 
plauding Rundestag Is “the right 


to determine our own fate, a 
right being given to every peo- 
ple in Africa.” “

Midget Wrestlers 
Make Big Dough 


Irish Jackie, who from a dis- 
tance looks no larger than a 
Leprechaun, is one of the nation’s 
top earners in the sports world. 
He stands only three feet, eleven 
inches tall and tips the scales 


- at 89 pounds Yet, following his 
Strade as a midget wrestler — a 


#pecialized segment of the grunt 


<%m" groan trade that is now 
Jee the country in popu- 
“larity — he earns upwards of 


$50,000-a-year grappling with 
other dwarfs all around the 
world eleven months of the year. 


Along with such other midgets 
as Fuzzy Cupid, Tiny Tim, Mario 
Valentino, Lord  Littlebrook, 
Cowboy Bradley, Little Beaver 
and Sky Low Low, an 86-pound- 
er who reportedly can lift 460 
pounds on his shoulders, Irish 
Jackie barnstorms the country — 
with at least one trip to Europe 
annually, where midget wrest- 


lers are tremendous drawing 
cards, 

Throughout America, there are 
approximately three dozen 


midget wrestlers in action. The 
lowest paid of them earns not 


“tess than $15,000-a-year; the 


highest paid — Irish Jackie, 
$50,000 annually. 

The fad for midget grapplers 
had its start in Detroit, Michigan 
back in 1950. Slow at first to 
catch on elswhere, it’s now popu- 
lar in most major cities. 


One of the reasons for the 
comparative slow popularity of 
midget wrestling was the fact 
that many states refused to 
grant them licenses.;New York 
State, for instance, only granted 
them permission last year, Now, 
tholigh, every state in the coun- 
try approves them. 


To cut travelling expenses the 
midgets travel together by car. 
Their driver is a beffy fellow 
named Lou Klein. A one time 
large*sized wrestler himself — 
specializing in “The role of vil- 
lain,” Klein, for the most part, 
works for midgets as a combina- 
tion chauffeur, valet and fixer ef 
flats. The huge Cadillac he drives 
comfortably seats eight midgets 
and the driver 

Jack Britton who acts as man- 
ager for two thirds of all midget 
wrestlers is constantly on the 
lookout for new “Tiny Tims.” 
When he ‘finds new recruits they 
are sent to Detroit. where. they 
spend six to nine months on 
gymnastic work and instructions, 
Then they're ready for the road 

Their matches seldom fast 
longer than a half hour, and in- 
asmuch as they work only about 
four times week, they have 
plenty of free time to themselves 

“Women chase us midgets all 
over, reports Fuzzy Cupid 
They think we're cute. What 
ever money I don’t save, | spend 
on having a good time, suits and 
hoes,”

Pork’s A Problem 
In Poland : 


That age-old partnership be- 
tween horse and ploughman is 
now very seldom seen in the 
Canadian countryside. Tractors 
have largely ousted plough 
horses because they do the job 
so much quicker. 


‘But, in Poland, almost the re- 
verse trend is now apparent. In 
the past year, the country’s 
horse population has increased 
by 108,000, while pigs have 
slumped by 742,000. The Pole 
loves his pork, and, with a 
birthrate three times as high as 
ours. Poland’s 27,500,000 people 
are again grimly tightening their 
belts. , 

Shocked by this situation the 
Polish Prime Minister, Gomulka, 
recently complained bitterly: 
“Horses in our country are be- 
ginning to eat up the pigs.” 

To blame are Poland’s pig- 


. headed peasant farmers, most of 


whom stick to old-fashioned me- 
thods. Few own more than five 
acres of land, and even these 
midget holdings are so grossly 
sub-divided that a tractor put to 
work on a single field, has 
scarcely room to turn round. 


Last July the government de- 
creed one meatless day a week. 
But this austerity has proved an 
inadequate stop-gap and a new 
meat crisis is developing. 


Some city authorities, lured by 


Soviet-inspired industrial ex- - 


pansionist plans, banned pig- 
keeping as a townsman’s hobby. 
They are kicking themselves 
now.

Graft and corruption are® be- 
ing disclosed in the current leg- 
islative investigation of the New 
Mexico justices of the peace. A 
succession of state policemen tes- 
tified that they had received $20 
to $30 gifts in cash from some 
justices of the peace in the Gal- 
lup atea. The implication was 
that the gifts were made to in- 
duce the policemen to take per- 
-gons arrested to those justices for 
trial. oe 

One of the justices, in a letter 
to the committee chairman, said 
that justices of the peace are 
compelled to ‘Sight for police 
business like dogs over a bone” 
in order to earn a livelihood. In 
a further statement to the Albu- 
querque Tribune, this justice ex- 


plained. * 


“There are a few state police. 


who write traffic tickets by the 
hundreds, and a J.P. may think, 
in some cases, that if the defend- 
ant is found innocent the officer 
may get angry. If so,” he. said, 
“the officer may take these hun- 
dreds of citations elsewhere. And 
at $5 a ticket, this would knock 
a big hole in the J.P.’s income.” 


The Sante Fe New Mexican, 
while not condoning these prac- 
tices, suggests that the people 
of New Mexico might consider

A True Story

Dr. Axel Munthe, a young 
Paris physician, cpened his paper 
one day and read a sensational 
news: item ‘that was to involve 
him in one of the strangest. ex- 
periences of his varied life.

Hali-naked, the boy squatted on 
the stone floor gnawing a raw 
potato. He had emaciated arms 
and legs, narrow chest, blown- 
up stomach, terrified eyes, and 
sat quite still. He. made no sound 
when. Dr.’ Munthe lifted him on 
to his lap. He was still silent, 
seeming not to care, when the 
doctor produced a present of a 
wooden horse from his pocket. 

Deeply touched by the boy's 
plight, Dr. Munthe paid the ar- 
rears for his keep, wrapped hirna 
in a travelling rug and took him 
back to Paris. There nuns of the 
Créche St. Joseph found him a 
home with a respectable couple 
who had lost their only child. 
The doctor paid for his support, 
sent him toys, and visited him at 
Christmas.

the name his mother had called 
under the chloroform — 
would now be cared for in his 
own home in the Avenue de 
Villiers, with his maid.

What did it matter, so long -as 
John was happy? 

There might have been. noth- 
ing more to the story, had he not 
been called to London one ddy 
for a consultation. After he had 
seen his patient, her mother beg- 
ged him to stay longer to See her 
sister-in-law, a colonel’s wife, as 
they were all worried about her. 

Her husband adored her, they 
had a beautiful house in Gros- 
venor Square, a fine old country 
mansion in Kent, had just return- 
ed from a cruise to-India in their 
yacht and were shortly to leave 
on a Mediterranean cruise. 

She had everything life couid 
give except a child. 

There was a profound sadness 
in her eves. Her husband wanted 
her to consult a nervesspecialist. 
but she disliked doctors. Once she 
had painted and studied ‘art in 
Paris. Now she took interest in 
nothing except children’s .. wel- 
‘fare, subscribing to summer hoii 
days for them, and. orphanages. 


She was one of the most beau- 


tiful women Dr. Munthe had

She asked if 
Dr. Munthe would show her one 
of the children’s hospitals he had 
mentioned. When he finished 
with his patients he found her 
sitting in the dining-room with 
John on her lap showing her his 
toys. 

“He has got-your eyes,’ she 
said. “I did not know you were 
married.” 

Drv Munthe explained sthat the 
little boy was an orphan with a 
very sad history, who never 
smiled. He then showed the scar 
on the boy’s arm. * 

“It is true,” she said gently. 
“He has not smiled a single time 
as other cniidren do when they 
show their toys.” 

She thén bent down and len- 
derly kissed John, who ooked at 
her With great surprise. “It is 
probably the first kiss he has 
ever had,” Dr. Munthe said. 

When Rosalie appeared to take 
him tor his afternoon walk the 
cok. nel’s wife suggested taking 
him for a drive in her landau. 
The hospital visit was off. So was 
the cruise. a : 

From that day a new life began 
for both. Every morning she 
came to his room with a new toy. 
Every afternoon she took him for 
a drive {n the woods, and often to 
ride the camel in the zoo. 

Always, on their return, she 


carried John upstairs, stayed to 
help Rosalie bath ‘him, and soon 
was bathing him herself, always 
kissing the ugly sear on his arm 
before putting him to bed. She 
always stayed till he fell asleep.

The earliest: civilizations began 


along the banks of great rivers 
in warm countries where the soil 


is deep and rich, often flooded ~ 


and plastered over with river- 
mud, and very, very fertile. Such 
rivers were the Nile in Egypt, 
the Tigris and Euphrates in Mes- 
opotamia, and the Indus in 
India. . 


Egypt is like a long winding 
anake with a giant head — a land 
600 miles long and 15 miles wide, 
ending at the sea in a giant delta 
100 miles wide made by the many 
mouths of the Nile. This long, 
narrow river country was flood- 
ved yearly by the melting of the 
snows in the mountains of Ethi- 
opia, sometimes to a depth of 
twenty feet. So fruitful was its 
soi] that three harvests a year 
could be takeh up. 

In like manner the waters of 
the Tigris and the Euphrates 
were swollen to flood each year 
by the snows of Armenia, and 
carried down tHe crumbled soil 
to spread it over the plain and 
to push it out as a great delta 
into the Persian Gulf. Here, too, 
as in Egypt, men learned to work 
together to guide and control the 
flood waters by digging canals 
and ditches and making sluices. 
They marked and meéasured the 


land. The yield of their harvests. 


was sometimes as much as eighty 
times the amount sown. —~ 
The abundance of food in 
Egypt and Mesopotamia gave 
men leisure to study the things 
on earth and the heavenly bodies 
in the sky. They observed the 
order of the seasons, and the 
changing pattern of the stars. 
They learned to make records to 
store up their knowledge, and 
so to pass it on to their children. 
Men have always. been curious 
to know things — with that kind 
of curiosity which stil] makes us 
peer round corners, open doors, 
find out how things work, and 
see what will happen if we do

ies 
“priestly writing.” They wrote 
@n papyrus sheets, stuck toge- 
ther end to end, and rolled them 
imto a scroll. The dry sand and 
rainless climate of their country 
has preserved fragments of mas- 
ges of these papyrus records from 
complete decay. We dig them up 
from the ruins of old cities — 
sometimes from the old rubbish- 
heaps of the cities. 

The men of Mesopotamia wrote 
on soft clay in cuneiform or 
wedge-shaped writing, so-called 
because each impression was 
made. by pressing on the clay 
with the triangular end of a 
stick, Different groups of wedges 


made different letters. This 


writing because it is on clay 
tables i¢ indestructible. Thou- 
sands of the tablets have been 
found and read. And if anyone 
today is so hasty as to think that 
these long-forgotten men and 
women of far-off antiquity do 
not matter to him, let him know 
that we reckon our days in hours:

Was Escape Signal 


The arrow /thudded into the 
target to a pound of applause 
from the crowd for the blond 
young man shooting for Com- 
munist Poland. Even the armed 
commissars standing a few feet 
from him managed a wintry 
smile, 


With that shot Romuald Kazi- 
mierezyk — known throughout 
the archery world as “the Iron. 
Curtain Robin Hood” — had put 
his country in the lead at the 
international archery match at 
Windsor. 

Casually, the handsome archer 
walked to retrieve his arrow. 


Belfind him followed a commis- ) 


sar, hand gripped around a re- 
volver in his overcoat pocket. 

The commissar muttered: “Be 
quick. Do not try to escape. If 
you do, we will get you. back— 
dead or alive.” Romuald nodded 
and walked slowly towards his 
dressingsroom. As he walked, 
he pulled a piece of newspaper 
from his pocket and dropped it. 

It fell to the turf at 12.34 p.m. 
on sunny June 10th, 1956. That 
was the moment that Romuald 
walked to keep his appointment 
with drama. 

For that. piece of newspaper 
had been a pre-arranged signal 
that Romuald was ready to car- 
ry out his escape bid from the 
commissars 


It was the last of several sig- 
nals Romuald had exchanged. 
with his would-be rescuers since 
he had arrived in Britain forty- 
eight hours earlier. As his ‘plane 
had circled London Airport, the 
Communist security men had 
“No funny busi- 
ness. You will never get away 
with tt...” 

But Romuald’s mother and 
brother Joe were in England. He 
had not seen them for fifteen 
years — since the night the 
Russians dragged them off to 
a Siberian prison camp afte: 
they invaded Poland. A 

Then, when the Russians join- 
ed the Allies, Joe had been 
freed and joined the Polish 
Army. His mother and brother 
came to Britain. For years they 
wondered what had happened to 
Romuald. 

In 1953 they chanced to pick 
up a tattered copy of a Warsaw 
newspaper and read about” a 
brilliant young Hero of Sport. 
It was Romuald. 

Eventually, Joe tracked him 
down at.an address in a War- 
saw suburb. Soon letters were 


’ exchanged. They were innocent 


letters on the surface. but by 
using a simple letter ‘code the 


brothers fooled the censors.

By midday five cars — each 
with four tough Free Poles in 
them — were stationed at points 
round the park. 

They were watching Joe, 
standing behind the dressing- 
room. His eyes were on Romv- 
ald, And at 12.34 p.m., that piece 
fluttered to the 
turf. ’ ; 

The escape attempt was on. 

Romuald reached the dressing- 
room — a tent — fifty yards 
ahead of the commissar, who had 
decided to follow him after all. 
Joe had sneaked in through the 
back of the tent. 

As he did so, one of the wait- 
ing cars pulled towards the tent. 
The commissar saw ‘this and 
quickened his step, hand grip- 
ped en his gun. 

Joe saw him coming and push- 
ed Romuald through the back 
of the tent and into the car. It 
roared away as the commissar 
broke into a run. He couldn't 
catch Romuald, but he raised the 
alarm. 

Polish Embassy officials who 
had been’‘watching the match 
sprnted for their cars. More cars 
were directed from the ,drab- 
fronted Embassy ‘building. in 
Kensington, their drivers armed 
with the car number of the es- 
caping vehicle. Their passengers 
earried : revolve! 

But the 
been well planned. - 
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cars split up. Soon a number of 
chases were going on around the 
quiet lanes of Surrey and Mid- 
dlesex. 


Meanwhile, Romuald had 
reached a house in the Hammer- 
smith area. Its doors were bolt- 
ed, and three Free Poles formed 
their own “Iron Curtain” around 
the house. Inside, Romuald 
greeted his mother. They hugged 
and kissed. 

Then the guards signalled: 
“Loek out! Cars from the Em- 
bassy are approaching.” 


News had come via the under- 
ground movement which the 
Free Poles have set up to watch 
the Communists. Once more the 
chase started. 


Romuald, Joe and their mother 
were taken to a new hiding 
place. 

Minutes after they left Ham- 
mersmith, the pursuit cars were 
in the area and went straight 
to the house’ Romuald had been 
in. Word went round: “There is 
an informer among us. Be care- 
ful,” 


By midnight, Romuald and his 
family were in a house in Ful- 
ham, the home of a former 
Belgian resistance leader. Twen- 
ty Free Poles guarded it through 
the night. 


On Monday, the hunt grew. 
Embassy offieials offered. “suit- 
able reward” for anybody who 
would say where Romuald was. 
And the First Secretary said: 
“We do not need the help of 
the British police, We will han- 
die this our own way.” 

By midday, they had mobiliz- 
ed fifteen carloads ~—. drawn 
from the Russian, Hungarian and 
Polish embassies -— to tour the 
suburbs of London, swooping on 
addresses of Free Poles. There 
were angry scenes. 

Once, in Kensington, five car- 
loads surrounded a house. The 
ole occupant, an oid woman, 
telephoned the police. A patrol! 
car arrived in the area and the 
cars pulled away, 

But late on Monday, the Com- 
munists had traced Romuald to 
his Fulham hideaway. They were 
too late again. He had moved 
to Highgate, North London. 

Once more the pursuers traced 
him. But Romuald was being 
driven through the West End to 
a house in East Croydon. He 
spent seven hours there, 

News came that Polish Em- 
bassy cars had been seen out- 
side West Croydon, so Romuald 
was .moved -to Brighton and 
spent Wednesday there. On 
Thursday, the Free Poles whisk- 
ed him to Worthing. 

On Friday — the day his visa 
expired he gave himself up 
to the Home Office and asked 
for political asylum. It) Was 
granted,

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Music Helps Hens 
And Humans Produce 


In Philadelphia's post offices, 
mail clerks are sorting letters 
and packages to the tune of 
“Stardust.” 


Clerks in the central office of 
Lever Btothers in New York are 
operating accounting machines 
to the theme song from “Moulin 
Rouge.” 


A billboard advertising  bis- 
cuits at an intersection near Sy- 
racuse, N.Y., emits a continuous 
collection of music. 


A bakery sells its bread with 
the note that it has been “baked 
to music,” 


Broadway melodies, popular 
“hit” tunes, and “old-time fa- 
vourites” are wafting through 


factory assembly halls, the cars 


of coast-to-coast express trains, 


jet liners over the Atlantic, and 
in department stores and build- 
ing lobbies. . 
. This permeation of the prosaic 
American work environment by 
softly orchestrated music around 
the ‘clock is a fast-moving’ trend 
of what George Orwell forecast 
about the future of society. 
But apparently there are 
enough people who do not mind 
being immersed in the gently un- 
dulating rhythms which seem to 
dilute the monotony and irrita- 
tion of routine chores. 
By far the largest dispenser of 
this melodious fare is Muzak 
Corporation in New York. 
Its name has become to piped-in 
music what Frigidaire became to 
refrigeration. ‘ 
By now, Muzak has sold its 
services to 74 of the largest 
commercial banks and 40 of 70 
largest insurance companies in 
the United States. Started in 
1935, Muzak has grown rapidly 
in the past few years. 
However soft Muzak’s tunes, 
it has. won more than 20,000 
subscribers in the United States 
and Canada on the hardheaded 
argument that happier em- 
ployees mean bigger profits. 
“Our tunes are not just syrupy, 
not just what most people call 
‘background’ music,” says Don- 
ald O'Neill, .Muzak’s chief ex- 
pert whom the company credits 
with having developed the pro- 
duct to its current success. 
“Our programs are gesigned 
to ‘fit into the emotional ups and 
downs which employees are 
known to go through during a 
working day,” said Mr. O'Neill. 
In the first. morning hour, the 
fresh-from - the - breakfast table 
employee is received by the ulti- 
mate in watered-down tunes to 
provide a hardly noticeable 
backdrop for his early burst of 
activity. 
As the morning continues and 
employee enthusiasm supposedly 


music gets louder, quicker in 
tempo, and bouncier. At noon, it 
relapses into a melodious mur- 
mur to match the employee's 
mood quickened by the antici- 
pation of the lunch hour. 

In mid-afternoon, melodies 
once more pick up decidedly to 
raise what the work psycholo- 
gists regard as the day’s second 
valley in the working morale. 
Just before closing time, the 
loud-speakers recede to pianis- 
simo to allow for the sudden 
rush of employee excitement 
which is due to anticipation of 
what not even Muzak experts 
bother to explain, writes Freder- 
ick W. Roevekamp in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 


- The results of this refined ap-- 


proach to planned work environ- 
ment have been startling, says 
Muzak spokesmen. 

Average job turnovér in the 
New York reservations office of 


4.85 to 2.33 after Muzak’s “scien- 
tifically controlled” tunes began 
to fleat through the telephone 
conversations. 

_ At the Mississippi Power and 
Light Company, clerks punched 
18.6 per cent more record cards 
per hour, made 37 per cent few- 
er errors, and.punched 16 per 
cent faster” after Muzak came 
into their experience. 

Muzak has sold to government 
as well. It is supplying emotion- 
modulating fare to a dozen 
United States post offices, to Air 
Fore: bases, supply depots, the 
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Keith Ziller dumps sand into Crystal Lake so. thot 
this summer. This time Keith backed out too for on the sandbar and dumped 


naval recruiting station in New 
York City, the Tennessce Valley 
Authority’s clerical offices, four 
offices of the Federal Housing 
and the Social Security Admin- 
istration, and the officers’ mess 
at West Point. 


It has even sold the boss. Pre- 
sident Eisenhower's airplane, 
Columbine III, is equipped with 
a tape machine of programs spe- 
cially chosen for the presidential 
ear.

Most of the programs are 
transmitted through leased tele- 
phone wires from the tape ma- 
chines in the franchisers’ build- 
ings to the loud-speaker systems 
of subscribers in their area. 
Some franchise-holding FM ra- 
dio stations broadcast the tapes; 
special mechanisms in the re- 
ceivers of subscribers. dub out 
the station’s commertials. 

Muzak protects itself against 
pirating by insertion of the firm 
name in its tapes. When played 
back on machines other than its 
own, the tape spells out Muzak 
in Morse code for all to hear. 

Music also helps spur egg lay- 
ing among chickens and milk 
production among cows. accord- 
ing to letters of sppreciation 
from Muzak’s subscribers.

Slowo Powszchne (the Common 
Word) via the New York Times 
we learn that golf is no long:r 
the butt of Communist ridicule 
as a childish capitalist pastime 

In fact, in their well publicized 
effort to overtake the West, the 
Russians have actually taken up 
the sport. The Polish paper avers 
that there are several new 
courses in the Crimea and that 
one wil] be ready near Moscow 
this spring on which “President 
Eisenhower wil] be able to try 
out the game he fancies.” 

It will surprise no one, we are 
sure, that now that, the Reds 
have recognized golt,! they find 
that Russians discovered _ it. 
Slowo Powszechne quotes Prav- 
da as calling it a game which 
Russian shepherds played with 
enthusiasm almost a thousand 
years ago. 

This will be interesting news 
to the editors of Encyclopedia 
Britannica. Their assiduous re- 
searchers credit the game to the 
Scotch and report the first men- 
tion of it in a 1457 decree of 
patliament, which complained 
that the people were becoming 
more interested in golf than in 
archery. —Milwaukee Journal
